acreages are anticipated for 1962. 

In reference to these increased 
acreages, Mr. Bratvold warns that 
they should be limited to those ar¬ 
eas, to which the crop is adapted. 

Unfortunately when prices reach a 
high level there is a strong tend¬ 
ency for production to spread to 
areas that are not suited to the 
crop. 

Fanners in the light brown and 
brown soil zones can afford to 
substantially increase their acre¬ 
ages of durum. However, increas¬ 
ed production should not be ex¬ 
tended to the black soil and grey- 
wooded soil zones because durum 
varieties require about a week 
longer to mature than Thatcher 
and have a long weak straw. Lod¬ 
ging can be a serious problem un¬ 
der ample moisture conditions 
which are generally' associated 
with the black and grey soil zones. 

The combination of late maturity 
and weak straw makes this a haz¬ 
ardous crop in these areas.
